The immigration bill which has gone to the presi- j 


Cent's hands is a compromise between two distinct opin- j 
ions—one that believes America contains more aliens I 
•than can be assimilated in many rears to come, the other j 
convinced that the United States was created as the' 
asylum for the foreign-born. 
j 


Before the war, the majority of Americans accepted j 


the idea of the ''melting pot'" as a compliment. The war j 
Disillusioned them. They saw that the "melting pot" 
melted very slowly and inefficiently. Races here took i 
tip the battle of their cousins in Europe to the extreme j 
embarrassment of the United States government. For-! 
eign language newspapers developed wars and feuds' 
among themselves. Facts were brought out that not only! 
W£re there many thousands of aliens in the country who! 
did not speak the language of the land, but would not. j 
under the most benevolent encouragement, endeavor to ! 
learn it. A great part of the £nergies and money of the i 
nation had to be spent during the war in checking: and' 
Countering movements at home, all of alien origin and! 
instigation, which threatened to hamstring our efforts in' 
S-ranee. There are today 1,234 publications which are j 
devoted to the interest ofthe foreign-born. Seven per 
<?ent have a Republican complexion, 4 per cent Benio- j 
'cratie, 4 per cent Socialist. The rebt have no political J 
interest in the United States at all, their pages being de- 
voted to the affairs and the partisanship of the lands 
from where their readers come. America, as compared 
with particular nations of western Europe, is less a 
country than a conglomeiation of countries. 


Little or no hostility is felt toward the aliens now in 


the confines of the United States. Every endeavor will i 
be made to help their assimilation. But self-preservation j 
demands that this assimilation shall be far advanced be-! 
fore we receive more material for a ''melting pot'J in-! 
capable of performing duties with celerity. Race propa-l 
ganda, at present in a most flourishing state, has to be ! 
Conquered. The foreign language press opposition to' 
Americanization schemes has to be broken down. And 
not least of all things that must be done, business in- 
terests which consider their profits ahead of the welfare 
of the nation, demanding unlimited immigration because 
•it means unlimited cheap labor, mu>t be weaned of their 
selfishness and unpatriotism. 


The immigration bill which has o-one to the White 


House merely touches the edges of a great problem.

NOT A GERMAN SECRET 


The Du Fonts have felt called upon to deny a 


charge, made in Germany, that they have sent spies to 
worm from the Prussians the trade secrets of dye manu- 
facture. 


The accusation has its humorous as well as its dis- 


honest side. An English chemist was the original dis- 
cover of coal-tar dyes. A German chemist in the same 
laboratory obtained the formula of the process and 
straightway trotted over to Germany with it. The Ger- 
man4y£ industry dates from this time. 


The Germans would like to make a great mystery 


ot their dye making. It is money in their pocket's. In 
1914 -their country was manufacturing three-fourths of 
the coal tar products of the world. Their factories were 
paving upon an average of 22 per cent a year, occasion- 
ally 50 per cent. Yet the process TV ere so little spcret
